The Civic Estimates. 

Some of the aldermen of the! 
city refuse to enthuse over the es- | 
timates for the year that have} 
been compiled by the eommisston- 
ors. The finance committee, which 
met Monday evening, seems, in 
fact, to not kmow exactly what to 
do with the estimates now that it 
has got them. | 

When everything is totalled up 
it is found that the controable ex- 
penditure has only been cut $64,- 
000 below that of last year. As 
the amount last year was $1,335,- 
000, the slashind is rot what could 
be called spectacular. It might 
even be called trifling. It is cer- 
tainly disappomting 

This year’s council was elected 
for one clear-cut purpose; to re- 
duce expenditure. That was the 
sum and substanee of the plat- | 
form upon which it got into of- | 
fice last fall. What to do with 
the estimates therefore, resolves 
itself into the other question: Is} 
council going to keep faith with | 
the taxpayers? 

There is no dodging that ques: | 
tion. and no use arguing that the 
thng can’t be done. Last year's 
expenditure was the biggest ever: 
not considering capital invest 
ment. Jt was made at the peak 
of high prices. And the members 
of council got elected last fall on 
the claim that the outlay was too 
large even for those conditions. 

Prices have been falling since, 

and taking wages with them. The 
whole trend of costs has reversed | 
tself. If it was possible for last 
year’s council! to have kept things | 
voing with less money it is cer- | 
nly possible for this year’s | 
council to mrake a cut in the ex-| 
penditure that can be shown to 
the taxpayers without being 
garnished with apologies 

Disappointing as the smallness 
of the proposed reduction is, it 
ean hardly be said that it is sur-| 

prisizg. There has been no eyi- 
dente that the council has been! 
eliminating outlay in any radical 
fashion. Certainly nothing to 
warrant the expectation that the 
half million reduction spoken of | 
ast fall would be in sight when 
the spending program was 
prought down The estimates, in 
fact, are about what was to be |} 
expected. |

be done without somebody losing } 
his job, or suffering a shrinkage |

The commissioners 
propose, but the council dispose 
The spending program drawn up 
by the appointive executive is 
only tentative. It has vet to se 
eure the sanction of council. And 
council is under no obligation to 
sanction everything the commis 
sioners propose. In point of fact 
the eommissioners have likely 
enough handed on the schedules 
drawn up by heads of depart 
ments. It is not to be expected 
that efther the department 
heads or the commissioners wil! 
take the initiative in cutting ex- 
penditure. That is mot, strictly 
speaking, what they are there for. 
To call for economy is the pre- 
rogative of council. The council 
provides the ‘‘cloth’’ and the ex- 
eeutive heads “‘eut the garments” 
accondingly. Tf eouneil refuses 
to supply so much cloth as is ask- 
ed for, the patterns will have to 
be revised to a somewhat simp- 
ler seale, and perhaps some of the 
wardrobe dispensed with. 

The thing to do with the esti- 
mates is to go over them with a 
be pencil and a very clear re 
menmmbrance thet the taxpayers 
have called for economy.
